Baron Komura Makes a Hit With

SEATTLJE, "Wash., July

J. Komura, foreign minister of Japan 
and one of the two Jajjanese 
peace 


commissioners, is buried beneath a 
mass of diplomatic correspondence 
at 


the residence of S. Hisamldzu, Japan- 
ese Consul at Seattle. 


BARON AT WORK. 


Baron Komura worked 
until 
5 


o'clock this morning with cablegrams 
and letters which reached Mm when 
the steamship Minnesota arrived at 
Port Townsend. 
Consul Hisamifeu, 


•who was carried out to meet the Hill 
liner by the revoaue cutter Areata, took 
•with him only a part of the corre- 
spondence that has been awaiting the 
envoy. 


Komura and his party -will work un- 


til 7:30 p. m. on the cipher dispatches 
and will carry with them a. mass of 
unfinished business to be taken up 
again on the Great Northern train en 
route East. The private car of J. J. 
Hill, in -which the party will go East, 
will be the ambassador's working of- 
fice. 


WELCOMED AT SEATTLE. 


Baron .Komura was 
welcomed at 


Seattle when the Minnesota reached 
port Just before noon by more than 
1000 
Japanese. On a tug in the har- 


bor a small crowd of Japanese ex- 
ploded may fireworks and a band in- 
terspersed Japanese and American airs 
as a musical welcome. 


NO INTERVIEWS. 


Mayor Ballinger, on behalf of the 


city welcomed

rats and stray vagrants. He has dotted his chicken yard 
with .powerful 


electrical devices, and claims that the first intruder within the sacred con- 
-Snes will be shocked into a state of insensibility. 


But .his crowning piece of ingenuity is a device for electrifying hens' 


eggs, Imparting to them remarkable invigorating and life-sustaining prop- 
erties. The result, Poster declares, gives to an egg properties supposed to 
have been embodied in Ponce De Leon's 
long-sought-for 
Fountain 
of 


Youth. He declares that a diet of this electrified food will make the old 
yonng, and the young younger. 


Mr. Foster has hens of selected strains upon which he conducts his ex- 


periments with results which he asserts have been a little short of marvel- 
aus. The nests of the chosen birds are interlaced with lines of minute elec- 
trified wires. 


A berth on such a nest is very pleasurable to the blrdi though at times 


the current^takes a sudden bound to intensity, and then there is a -^iia 
squawking, and an affrighted bird seeks the open. The .object in view is to 
so affect the hens that after a course of treatment the eggs become electri- 
fied, and that instead of partaking of the ordinary "hen fruit," the. Fosters 
'•win be.served with shell-covered capsules ;of «lectrloltjr. 


KANSAS CITT, Mo., July 20.—The 


City National Bank failed to open- its 
doors today. 
The bank held paper

C. J. 
Devlin of Togeka to the 


amount of upwards of $100,000, and 
the failure is the direct result of the 
closing of the First National Bank of 
Topeka, of which Mr. Devlin was\ the 
principal stockholder. 


CAUSE OF FAILURE. 


Some time ago the Comptroller of 


the Currency at Washington instruct- 
ed the officers of the City National 
Bank to repair its capital. 
This was 


done by borrowing from a local capi 
talist. 
Following the failure of the 


First National Bank at Topeka, the 
Kansas City capitalist became- insist- 
ent upon repayment of his loan and 
this demand :caused the officers of the 
City National to decide upon closing 
their institution.. 


ANOTHER BANK CAUGHT. 


The only other bank in Kansas City 


which was caught In the failure of the 
First National Bank of Topeka was 
the American National Bank, which is 
said to hold upwards of $200,000 of 
Devlin paper. It was stated positive- 
ly-today to the Associated Press by a 
leading banker that the other Kansas 
City Institutions would not permit this 
bank to fail.

WHEN ORGANIZED.

The City National,.Bank was brganr 


Ized in l9W, and is one of .the youngest 
of the.,, national banking Institutions 
in the city. Its capital is $300,000 and 
it has deposits of $1,476,648. Its offi- 
cers are: Edward Crebo, president; 
James G. Strean, cashier; John Moore, 
vice-president; 
Charles LooaiJs, sec- 


ond vice-president. 


NO ASSISTANCE. 


The'bank was closed by E. E. Ames, 


bank 
examiner, 
under 
instructions 


from the Comptroller of the Currency. 
The Comptroller yesterday, it is said, 
informed the officers of the bank that 
they must' take up $100,000 in bad 
paper at once or they, would not be 
permitted to open today. 
The bank 


was examined last night by a com- 
mittee of local bankers who reported 
at a meeting early today that the af- 
fairs of the bank were in such shape 
that, they'did not feel justified- in 'ex- 
tending assistance. 
Though the Na- 


tional City Bank was not a member 
of the local Clearing House Associa- 
tion, the association, it was stated by 
one of its officers today, would have 
extended 'aid- had they, not found so 
much bad paper. 


WITHDREW DEPOSITS, 


Althqugh the holding of Devlin pa- 


per upon which no immediate realiza- 
tion coula be made was the prime 
cause of the .failure, it is said that the 
general knowledge that the-bank-held 
other bad paper and was in a weak- 
ened condition had comer to a gradual 
withdrawal of deposits. 
At no time 


had a run of any. big proportions been 
on, but it is stated -withdrawals had 
been made quietTy for several months 
and that .within • sixty days $600,000 
had been taken out. 


. The majority of the bank's depos- 
itors are persons in medium circum- 
stances, .two-thirds of .whom live out- 
side of Kansas City.

posted today, less than a dozen depos-

rn 1858 Telegraph Hill was morely a 
signal station in the small settlement of 
San Francisco. Later some German and 
Irish families crept up on to the slopes. 
Still later ttie Hill was given over to the 
Italians and Spaniards, who crowded the 
small wooden houses and the faw tall 
tenements. 
" 
Dr, Moore gives a vivid description of 
this small settlement of foreigners em- 
ployed In the nearby canneries and fac- 
tory and unnoticed save by a powerful 
corporate body who, finding the blue clay 
of the hill valuable, fluletly built a rock 
crusher to the middle of an unregarded 
and friendless community, and for years 
blasted away city streets and the property 
of tlratd and impoverished residents. 
In 1S99 this spot was still forgotten and 
neglected. 
In 1903 Telegraph Hill came 
to public conscience as the result' ot the 
persistent and untiring efforts of a few 
public spirited citizens. The permits for 
blasting were revoked, the rock crusher 
was removed from its Illegal situation. 
$25,000 was 
appropriated 
for a public 
driveway, and the hill stands today us a 
record of what may be done to reclaim a 
neighborhood."

Coney to be just five and three-quarters 
inches long. It is hard to say how old 
she is. for she came into the world three 
months too soon. 
Yet she is perfectly 
formed, and her little eyes look wonder- 
ingly upon the world in which sht. arrived 
so early. 
The baby was- taken to the 
hospital in tho White City from La Porte 
Incl.. by its father who carried it in a 
small shoe box- lined with cotton to make 
a soft bed. All the skill of the physicians 
and nurses is beins bent to the task of 
saving the infant's life. In, three months 
the babe should weigh five pounds, so it 
must gains weight at the rate of two- 
thirds of an ounce a day. To do this it Is 
being fed on milk and oxygen. 
Every 
hour, day and night, flve drams of human 
milk Is fed It through a tube. 
Three 
times a day sixty bubbles of pure oxygen 
are put into the incubator for the babe to 
breathe.

It was shown some years ago Gat 
some of the sun's rays are prevented 
from reaching the earth by the blanket 
of the earth's atmosphere, and these 
rays which are taken away are the 
ones> most active 
in effecting 
such 


changes as the one In glass. A strik- 
ing confirmation of this is afforded by 
the fact that the most rapid coloring 
has been observed at high elevations 
in tropical regions: Here,the layer of 
the atmosphere is thinner and the sun's 
rays more powerful. 
Some especially 


deeply colored specimens of glass have 
been found in South America in th* 
region of the Andes-.—Collier's.

Charles B. Harris, attorney for plain- 


tiff, argued that the spirit of the law 
had been complied with; that a copy 'of 
the original publication had been mailed 
to defendant and service had .been .ac- 
knowledged. 


Judge Hughes said an order had been 


made originally to publish the legal no- 
tice In the Tribune. 
At that time, he 


said, the attention of the 'court had not 
been called to the fact that a law had 
been passed by the Legislature concern- 
ing legal publications, to go into 'effect 
Immediately. The Judge said the Legis- 
lature in passing laws should make pro- 
vision that they should go into effect not 
earlier than sixty days after their -pas- 
sage.

That would give ample time, he

courts that such laws bad" been passed. 
He said the Tribune did' not come under 
the provisions of the law providing .that 
legal notices shall be published In papers 
of general circulation, and therefore the 
original order for publication was void. 
An order of that nature, said the court, 
must be in pursuance of the mandate of 
the statute. The conrt held ttat the ser- 
vice of the summons was incomplete.-

the investigations by the Superintendent 
of Insurance have, not without justifica- 
tion, aroused a feeling of intense alaim in 
the breasts of thousands of our citizens 
who have invested their money in poli- 
cies of life insurance, and for thousands 
of non-residents "Who have been taught to 
respect the New York companies as s»fe 
and secure. 
, 


EXTRAVAGANT CHARGES. 


"Though the business ot life insurance 
is subject to Stato supervision and regu- 
lation, it is evident that 
the earnings 
•which should be credited to the policy 
holders may be diverted to other pur- 
poses, that expenses of operation may be 
extravagant and wasteful, that unwise in- 
vestments may be legally made and that 
the trustees may deal indirectly with the 
trust funds foi their personal advantage 
That such conditions of aftaizs can 
exist casts discredit upon the State 
It 
is apparent that our insurance law is in 
some particulars inadequate and that the 
management of the funds of these great 
companies is not sufficiently safeguarded. 
The State owes a duty to policy holders 
and beneficiaries beyond that" of compar- 
ing assets and liabilities and permitting 
tno companies to justify their existence 
by exhibiting satisfactory balance sheets 
and prompt payment o£ losses 


MUST BE RESTRICTED.

"off year." 


The figures of the Registrar give the 


total registration for the last munici- 
pal election in 1903 as 73,280. The net 
registration for .1904 was . 81,676, after 
all errors in registration had been cor- 
rected.1 It is likely that double regis- 
trations and other errors may reduce 
the present registration to 87,000. At

PROTECT RIGHTS 


OF INDIANS 


• SALT LAKE CITY, July 20—A peculiar 


situation has arisen in connection ^ with 
the water rights on the Uintah Indian 
reservation,' soon to be thrown open to 
settlement under .the .lottery plan. There 
"is ho land on the reservation suitable, for 
cultivation 
except 
under 
Irrigation 


While no person can file a claim to the 
land prior, to the] drawing, .and while 


sooners" are strictly barred from th« 
reservation, -it seems to be uncertain 
whether the law embraces the. water 
rights. In behalf of the Indians, who wfll 
retain the most valuable agriculture lands 
on the reservation, Capt. C. G. Hall, 
U. S. A., has made twenty filings on water 
rights which are said to cover practicilly 
all the water supply of the reservation. 
Three private corporations have been 
formed and also have flled on the reser- 
vation water rights with the Utah SUt* 
Engineer. 
Owing- to the uncertainty of 
the law none of. these claims for wat«r 
have been approved or disapproved. The 
interior department, it is stated, hac tlM- 
mater under consideration and may pro- 
test against the grafting of the claim! 
filed by the private companies.

of what is going on. As a matter of fact the writers do not approve 
of the Schmitz government in San Francisco, but as before stated, 
they do not write what they wish to be so but what the facts are as 
they find them. The correspondence is often unpalatable to all the 
political factions, bosses and leaders in San Francisco, a fact that 
testifies to its fairness and impartiality. It comes from capable men 
who are above being literary roustabouts for petty bosses and politics l 
cliques and whose work is of such a high quality that it brings a hand- 
some compensation on its merits. THE TRIBUNE pays for it and 
prints it because it throws an entertaining and instructive sidelignt 
on current events in the Pacific metropolis from an authority that is 
both keen and independent. The editor of the Santa Rosa Republi- 
can knows nothing about it, and when, he volunteers the statement that 
it is produced by the Schmitz-Ruef literary syndicate he is impudently 
giving false testimony to discredit what doe? not suit him.

The Jews in New York 


Is New York destined to be a Jewish city? A writer in the Min- 


neapolis Journal is .strongly of the opinion that it will. He says 54,000 
jews—more than half the gross increase in the population of the city 
—were added to the inhabitants of the metropolis last year. New York 
contains more than half the Jews in the United States, the number being 
above 700,000. In 1826, according to the Jewish Encyclopedia, there 
were only 950 Je\vs in New York City, in 1841, 10,000 ; in 1880, 60,000. 
According to the figures of the United Hebrew Charities, of the Jew- 
ish immigrants arriving at the port of New York between 1884 and 
1904, 504,000 settled permanently in the city. In addition, many 
thousands arrived from Europe by way of Canada. Taking into ac- 
count the increase by birth, the race being very prolific, statisticians 
place the number of Jewish inhabitants of the metropolis in the present 
year at over 700,000. Compare these figures with the number in Chi- 
cago, 80,000, and in Philadelphia, 75,000. Mqre than one in six of 
New York's inhabitants is a Jew. If the old arid most important parj: 
of the city is taken into consideration, Manhattan island, the propor- 
tion is still greater, one in four. 


The increase of New York's population between 1840 and 1880 


was 400 per cent. The Jewish population during the same period 
increased 600 per cent. The increase of the population of Greater 
New York between 1880 and 1905 has been 126 per cent. The in- 
crease of the Jewish population during this period has been 1,100 per 
cent. Last year the general population increased 3.7 per cent, while 
the Jewish population increased 8 per cent. At this rate, it will not be 
many decades before the Jewish inhabitants are in the majority. 


New York today is the greatest Jewish settlement in the world. 


It contains far more Jews than all Germany, two-and-a-half times as 
many as the whole British empire, four times as many as the United 
Kingdom, seven times as many as London, eight times the number 
in all France, and twenty-eight times the number in Canada. 
The 


only countries in the world that contain more Jews than New York 
£ity are Galicia, with 800,000, and Russia, with over«5,ooo,ooo, half 
the Jews in the world. According to the Jewish Year Book, the 
number in the world is 10,932,000. 


According to the Journal writer, who fortifies his 
statements 


with statistics from authoritative sources, the Catholics are increasing 
in New York faster than the Protestants, while the Jews are multiply- 
ing much faster than the Catholics, and are at the -same time being re- 
inforced by a tremendous immigration from Europe. 
Five out of 


every eight Jews who land at New York stay in the city. Soon the 
Jews will exceed the Protestants in number, and at no distant date, 
.provided the present ratios of increase are maintained, will numerical- 
ly pass the Catholics. In time they will constitute an actual majority 
of the inhabitants of New York. 
But it is to be borne in mind that 


such ratios are seldom maintained and are delusive as premises for an 
ultimate conclusion. There are less than 11,000,000 Jews in the world, 
and it would be extraordinary if this comparatively small number of 
people could congregate several millions in a single city. 


The population of New York is, in round numbers, 4,000,000. 


Of these a little over one-sixth, say 700,000, are Jews. 
Twenty 


years from now New York will in all probability contain 6,000,000 
people. 
On the basis of the increase of the last five years there would 


be fully 2.000,000 Jews. So New York would have to draw to itself 
all the natural increase of Israel throughout the world and more be- 
sides. Such a condition is impossible. Assuming that Jewish fecun- 
dity should continue in the United States, it would still upset all the 
lessons of history if a small fraction of the human race should center 
in a given spot in such a way as to destroy the equilibrium of popula- 
tion. But it is an established fact that Jews do not increase in this 
country after the second and third generation as fast as 
do their 


coreligionists in Europe. The statistics relating to«the Jewish pop- 
ulation of New York are fairly correct, only the writer in the Minneap- 
olis Journal has employed them to exploit a hypothesis contrary to all 
human experience and extremely improbable in the natural order of 
things.

BY MARGARET E. SANGSTER. 
One reason why the labor of young 


women Is discounted in:the market is 
that their tenure at a position is un- 
certain. For example. In a well-known 
township ot New Jersey It has re-' 
cently been stated that sixteen of the 
teachers, all presumably young and 
attractive -girls, are engaged to 
be 


married and the school board must 
therefore look about to supply the va- 
cancies thus created. 
• 


Nobody can fall to rejoice that mar- 


riage is popular In the community aiul 
it Is a sign of wholesome public mor- 
als and of growing prosperity 
-when 


young men woo young maidens and 
new households are established. But 
the. embarrassment and responsibility 
ot school boards are doubled when 
they must be always on the lookout 
for those who are to take the places 
ot the marrying contingent. 


Equally in other lines than the one 


alluded to, this liability to change on 
the part ot young women Is a factor 
in the bargain. A firm In New Tork 
congratulated itself on having In its 
employment a young woman of very 
marked ability, an ability that was al- 
most genius, .and a. trained technical 
knowledge 
surpassing that of most 


men Jn the niche she occupied, that 
ot buying goods of a certain kind. In 
Europe or America this girl was val- 
uable to them, and they raised her 
salary over and over. 
But one day 


she handed in her resignation. 
She 


was engaged to a man in Arizona, and 
he carried her off, as was perfectly 
right, the only shadow being that af- 
ter the firm had given their late em- 
ploye a beautiful wedding present they 
found themselves 
compelled to hire 


two men to do what -one woman had 
done. 


Business ability Is not confined to 


one sex. But a man is very apt to 
remain in a good place, and 
when 


married he is not removed from the 
sphere of dally labor, but has every 
added Incentive to work

faithfully to support those dependent 
upon him.

breathing capacity.

long to an elegant feminine shoe leads 
too many of our girls to endure agoa- 
izing tortures when standing tor hours 
on their poor deformed feet.

THOUSANDS OF WASPS 


FOR ORCHARDS 


State Employes Preparing to Prop* 


agate Death=DeaIing 


Parasite. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 20.—The office 


of the State Commissioner of Horticul- 
ture in the Ferry building will eoon pres- 
ent a busy scene, as the officials in 
charge of the work there are maKing ex- 
tensive preparations to propagate on a 
large scale the newly discovered parasite 
of the codlin moth which bears the for- 
midable name of Ephialtes carbonarious. 


It will ba remembered that this is the 
wasp-like creature with the deadly ra- 
pier which deals death to the worm in 
the apple, and a parasite that the fruit 
growers of this as 
well as all other 
States have longed for for many years. 
Since 'it has been folly demonstrated 
that they will thrive and do excellent 
work In our State the Horticultural Com- 
mission is making preparations to supply 
the many hundred applications that they 
now have on their books. 


Unique traps are now under construc- 
tion that will be placed in many sections 
of the State, especially in the packing 
houses and around cutting tables to cap- 
ture the worms, which are necessary to 
breed this valuable parasite on. 
These traps will be sent all over the 
State wherever there is a. chance to cap- 
ture the worms, and then they will be 
sent back to the secretary of the com- 
mission in the Ferry building, where 


they wIE be placed in the especially ar- 
ranged breeding cases, from which thou- 
sands of the wasps will be reared and 
distributed all over California in the ap- 
ple orchards to prey upon this pest. 


The parasites now on hand are in cold 
storage, in the pupae stage, or rather a 
stage which is just before they turn 
into the mature wasps, and in this con- 
dition, while remaining in cold storage, 
their development Is arrested. Aa soon 
as the required amount of worms has 
been received they will be placed in the 
cases and all the parasites removed from 
their cold apartments and placed in the 
incubators, from which they will soon 
emerge as mature parasites. 
The co-operation of every grower in 


the State that is interested in apple and 
fruit growing is earnestly solicited, and 
an urgent call has been made for worms 
to assist in the work of propagation. 


All parties having apple worms in large 


quantities should send them as soon as 
possible to the office of the Commis- 
sioner in the Ferry building, where they 
will be thankfully received and can be 
utilized to good advantage in this good' 
work. 


The State Commission of Horticulture
